Slavery 
and alcohol go 
together. The 
tribes amongst 
whom slavery 
is hardest to

Arabia in the fourteenth century. 
Guecho is the name of the moon- 
shine they peddle here. It has no 
kick, but makes the feet light and 
the tongue loose and induces heavy 
sleep. It's good stuff to give a man 
if you want to pillage his money- 
belt. He never wakes up for ten or 
twelve hours after a good spot of 
guecho. It's like a drug. It has also 
this quality, that once habituated 
to its use one must take more and 
more of it to feel its stimulation. 
Well-to-do Abyssinian families sip 
it all day, but the man who takes it 
for the first time is knocked out 
and dead to the world till morning. | 


LEARNED FROM ARABS 

Smoking they learned from the 
Arabs or from the Dutch, I don’t 
know, My grandfather used to go 
to bed with the cigar in his mouth 
The last thing he did was take off 
the silk hat which he always wore 
and then deposit the cigar on the 
ash-tray on the little night-table. 
He put a fresh cigar ready and a 
box of matches for the first thing | 
in the morning. The Arabs, too, are 
inveterate smokers, but the Abys- 
sinians beat them. One Ethiopian 
merchant told me that he keeps his 
nargileh alight during the night and 
that whenever he awakens, he 
grabs one of the tubes and sucks 23} 
little blue smoke till he dozes off 
again. That fellow surpasses my 
grandfather, whom I always had 
thought unsurpassable. 


SMOKING A HARDSHIP 

The funniest thing is that Abys- 
sianians, like all hard smokers, 
apologize for their vice. They say 
it's a hellish habit, they should 
never have started it, that it must! 
be “Saitan,” the devil, who tempts | 
them. They curse the day when 
they smoked their first pipe, But 
they never give it up. Smoking has 
become indispensible, and ineradi- 
cable habit 1 wonder how they are | 
going to do when they are mobil- 
ized to go to the front one of these 
days. Will they take their nar- 
gilehs with them, and take a puft| 
between battles? We wiil see 
strange things yet here, I am sure 

To be invited to a home for a 
quiet evening smoke, as ] have been 
everal times, is a torture. They 
keep the fire in their nargilehs 
burning by putting some old rags 
on it. These lie there smouldering 
and stinking and making your eyes 
water till you can't see a thing. 
Smoking !s no joy, that way But 
the Ethiop-beys don’t mind. The 
smell is no objection. So long as 
they can suck tobacco fumes. I 
should add yet that when they are 
not smoking they are chewing the 
brown leaves and spitting all over 
the place. The women take snuff 
ebout which I will say nothing, | 
nothing except this, that they are | 
always sneezing.

So long as this situa- 
tion continued it must demand the 
closest attention and no one inter- 
ested in the welfare of his fellow- 
citizens could regard the matter 
without grave apprehension until 
every worker had been placed back 
on a job 

Mr. Draper referred to the pass- 
ing of a number of measures aimed 
at bettering the economic condition 
of Labor and the masses of the 
people generally, such as unemploy 
ment insurance, one day’ rest in 
seven and the economic council 
These, he sa.d, embodied the prin 
ciples which the Trades and Labor 
Congress of Canada had constantly 
advocatec for half a century 

Canada had prided herself on her 
standard of conditions for the 
workers. Mr Draper aid the 
‘chiseler” in business, the employer 
who took advantage of the hard 
times and the helpless position of a 
man without a job to reduce wages 
to a starvation level, was not help 
ing business. “He is doing more to 
harm the capitalist system than all 
the Communists put together,” the 
president said. “This kind of em 
ployer makes conditions harder for 
honest business, delays processes of 
recovery and creates discontent and 
unrest in the Canadian business and 
industrial world.’

Mr. Draper remarked During 
the last few months especially, the 
formation of political partie in 
this Dominion may be properly 
classed amongst the most thriving 
industries.

Premier Bennett has explained to the press 
what it was he said to Premier Aberhart; and, 
equally to the point, what he did not say. 

Mr. Aberhart is to find out how much money 
he is likely to need to pay up the province's 
overdrafts and meet its obligations during the 
coming year. Mr. Bennett will treat him 
“fairly” in regard to assistance in these matters. 
The newly-released auditor's report for last 
year suggests that a good dea! of assistance will 
be needed. 

The Dominion Premier adds: “We had no 
discussion regarding Social Credit or policies 
of his Government. We were concerned with 
the immediate financial problems of Alberta 
with which the new Government must deal.” 

That clears the situation as bewteen the 
Dominion and the province. Ottawa will help 
in paying, or arranging for the payment, of obli- 
gations which have been already incurred, thus 
protecting those who have loaned money to the 
province and putting its finances in order as of 
present date. It has not undertaken to finance 
the experiment to which the new Provincial 
Government has committed itself.

Returning from the election fight at Edson, 
I finished reading in the train our own Prof. 
W. G. Hardy’s historical romance, “Father Abra- 
ham.” It's the story of the patriarch Abraham 
and his wife, the Princess Sarah. Don’t read it 
as Sunday school Jiterature. It’s anything but 
that. You'll hear more about “Father Abraham” 
later on. Quite likely you'll see a mild version 
of it on the screen. Prof. Hardy has clothed the 
bones of the Genesis story with the throbbing 
flesh and passions of Arabian desert life. It is 
a story of tumult, of keen hates and jealousies, 
even of murder and rape. Only at the end of 
his days, when his passions hed cooled and his 
pride had been purged, does the patriarch find 
peace. The book ends with the scene when 
Sarah is buried in the cave Machpelah before 
Mamre, and Abraham himself goes to join her 
in spirit. 

Now comes word of the discovery of the 
necropolis of Machpelah, near the ancient city 
of Mizpah, seven miles north of Jerusalem, by 
an expedition of the Pacific School of Religion, 

Rev. W. F. Bade, director of the Tell-el- 
Nasbeh expedition, which made the discovery 
cables under date of August 27, saying: 

“Evidence of at least sixty burials was 
found. Many of the remains are of women. 
Some of the bones may be those of Sarah, 
bronze bracelets being found on the fore- 
arms and ankles. 

“The cave had been the burial place of 
thousands before the Israelites of Mizpah 
settled there, for under the deposits around 
the entrance were found fragments of early 
bronze age pottery.” 

Thus through the imagination of the novel- 
ist-student and the research of the archeologist 
does the mind of men span the centuries and 
link up the past and the present. 


A warning to credulous people against the 
danger of swallowing too readily the fervid 
pleas and forthright assurances given over the 
radio by eloquent announcers about the merits 
of patent medicines of which they know nothing. 

Sales of worthless or dangerous nostrums by 
radio representations were made the subject of 
exposure at a recent National Conference on 
Education by Dr. Arthur J. Cramp, represent- 
ing the American Medical Association. Twenty- 
one U.S. radio stations have been cited to appear 
before the (US) Federal Communications 
Commission to show cause why their licenses 
should not be cancelled for broadcasting a “re- 
ducing” medicine containing a _ notoriously 
dangerous drug 

One of the patent medicines named by Dr. 
Cramp is “Alka-Seltzer” which is advertised as 
an “anti-acid.” The essential drug in it is 
aspirin. Dr, Cramp said that a person following 
the directions and taking 16 tablets a day would 
consume over 70 grains of aspirin and nearly 
one grain of salicylic acid, in addition to the 
citric acid and baking soda they contain. 

“Ex-Lax,” “Marmola,” “Peruna,” “Crazy 
Crystals” were emong the drugs he dealt with. 
Of the last-named he sajd that action had been 
taken in sixteen cases; “chiefly because the 
water contained filthy, decomposed and putrid 
substances.” He added: 

“From the various published reports of 
the Crazy Water concern itself it is sd- 
mitted that the chief ingredient is sodium 
sulphate, commonly known as Glauber's 
salt, or the ‘horse salts’ of the veterinarian, 
... Salts or saline cathartics are among tne 
most abused medicaments used by the pub- 
lic. They should be classed among habit- 
forming drugs, for there is no question that 
they are responsible for a large proportion 
of cases of cathartic habit.”

Now that September is here, the summer 
vacation period is practically over and many 
children will shortly be returning to school. I 
suggest that before school opens, the best thing 
you can do for your child is to have an exam- 
ination made. In this way, any defects which 
might interfere with his 
school work can be remedied 


scheol your child will be as 
fit as possible, 

It is certainly true that 
defects comparatively slight 
in thernselves may be suffi- 
cient to retard the child in 
school. As an_ illustration, 
consider the child with a 
visual defect which keeps him 
from seeing plainly. He may

have difficulty in reading or in learning to spell 
because the words blur in front of him, or, it he 
is near-sighted, he may be unable to see what is 
written on the blackboard some distance away. 


The child with a hearing defect is likewise 
handicapped. An examination of the child will 
readily disclose any defects of the eyes or ears 
and with proper attention, the child will be 
greatly helped in overcoming his difficulty. 

I believe that it is important that the par- 
ent know the physical condition of their chil- 
dren, You should know if your child's weight 
is normal] or if he requires special attention to 
diet because he is underweight. If the child 
complains of being tired, or if he appears to be 
easily irritated, have him examined. Very cften 
a physical abnormality will explain such 
symptoms. 

Now is a splendid time to Jake the child to 
the dentist and have the teeth looked over. If 
any small cavities have formed, have these filled 
before the child goes back to schoo]. Remem- 
ber, after he once starts to school, it will be 
difficult to find a convenient time for him to 
visit the dentist and have the necessary work 
done. 

In considering the welfare of your child, 
give some attention to his feet. If you are buy- 
ing new school shoes, make sure that these 
shoes are correctly fitted. Any foot trouble 
such as fallen arches should receive corrective 
treatment. Flat feet are an outstanding example 
of a defect which may be overcome by exercise, 
if persistent. The child must be taught to exer- 
cise the muscles of the foot and this must be 
done daily. 

As soon as possible, have your child exam- 
ined and then begin immediately to remedy 
any handicaps revealed by the examination. 
Do not be content until your child's physical 
condition parallels that of a child the same 
age in the peak of good health. 

If the child is of a slender build with a 
relatively undeveloped chest, and if your doc- 
tor informs you that the child has a tendency 
toward tuberculosis, then study how to build 
up a better chest for him so that you prevent 
the possibility of tuberculosis. Supervise his 
hours of play and rest, watch his diet, get him 
outdoors more and above all, see that he learns 
to take those breathing exercises which will 
broaden the chest and provide him with a bet- 
ter future outlook. If the examination discloses 
a slight abnormality of the heart, then how to 
care for the child so that you help him to out- 
grow this trouble, if there is any opportunity 
of such an accomplishment. History is full of 
records of thin, sickly children who grew up 
to be physically superior, simply as the result 
of early care. Your child's health is certainly 
his most important possession. Guard that 
health in every way possible and have the 
child examined at least once each year. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
QUESTION—Mrs. Jack N. writes: “What are 
some of the symptoms of meuritis, and what is 
the cause?” 
ANSWER—The chief symptom of neuritis is 
pain, which may be of a sharp, boring char- 
acter, and is frequently intense at night. The 


painful sensation is generally made worse by’ 


movement. Neuritis refers to an inflammation 
of the nerves, and the nerves of the arms are 
affected more often than those of other parts of 
the body. Simple neuritis refers to neuritis 
localized in one nerve, while multiple neuritis 
means that several nerves are affected. Sciatic 
is simply a neuritis occurring in the large sciatic 
nerve. The principal cause of neuritis is a sys- 
temic toxemia. If you desire further informa- 
tion on neuritis, I suggest that you send for my 
article on the subject.

A Day in Canadian History 


On this date in 1825, 110 years 
ago, the business men of Niagara 
took the first concerted action to | 
make the St. Lawrence the 
great waterway it is today. The | 
merchants of Montreal, headed by 
John Richardson, one of the 
founders of the Bank of Mon- 
treal, had begun the construc. 
tion of the Lachine canal, along 
much the same route as that 
used by Father Dollier deCasson 
a century before; but up to the 
time of the Niagara meeting .no 
attempt had been made, or the 
idea even suggested, of building 
canals to overcome the rapids in 
the upper river. 

That is what makes this meet- 
ing at old Niagara so historically 
important. Hon. Thomas Clark 
presided at the meeting at the 
Niagara hotel and William Ham- 
ilton Merritt was appointed sec- 
retary. After lung debate it was 
resolved: “That this meeting, 
having long witnessed the vexa- 
tion, delay and heavy expense 
attending the navigation of the 
St. Lawrence between Montreal 
and Prescott and being satisfied 
thet @ perfect canal navigation 
can be made between those places 
at a reasonable expense compar-

The Big Bend Highway 


(From Crag and Canyon, Banff.) 
Messrs, R. M. Underwood and 
E. S. Duncan made a trip over a | 
portion of the eastern leg of the 
Big Bend highway project last | 
week end, leaving on Friday re- | 
turning on Sunday. | 
The work on this project is be- | 
ing pushed ahead as rapidly as 
possible, There are some 350 men 
on the eastern leg of the work 
under Engineer Cornish, while | 
approximately 400 men are en- 
gaged on the western leg under 
Engineer Wilkins. The men have 
been handicapped somewhat ow- 
ing to wet weather during the 
summer but despite this handi- 
cap the work has been pushed 
steadily ahead, The advance gang | 
on the eastern end of the road 
reached Boat Encampment at 
Canoe river last week. This is | 
the point where it will be neces- 


sary to build a large bridge 
across the Columbia river, the | 
steel for which is expected to | 


arrive at Donald within the next 
two or three weeks. A big plat- 
form to accommodate this steel 
wes just being finished up when 
the visitors were there, 

Messrs, Underwood and Duncan 
travelled over the highway to a 
camp located on Disappearing 
Creek, sixty-five miles from 
Donald. The road is in excellent 
condition to within a few miles | 
of the turning point, and this 
portion is now receiving the top

There is always a basic truth underlying political and financial 
convulsions; and in the present series of agitators on the North 
American continent the basic truth is that no educated nation will! 
live under a condition of casual and haphazard wealth and 
poverty—pienty in few homes, and destitution in many 


Ambassador Geddes when representing Britain at Washington 
was asked what would be the permanent effect of the World wat 
He said that men would never again be content to spend a life 
laboring for wages sufficient only for daily bread, leaving old age 
to the charity of relatives or donations from the state. 


Had our dollar moguls been gifted with sense enough to get 
the purport and eifect of this truth, and to realize that to keep 
every individual solvent and occupied along lines giving oppor- 
tunity for old age independence, is to keep the nation safe and to 
make fortunes secure—and that there is no other way to do it— 
we would not be fighting the political whirlpools which are call- 
ing for the most stupendous restoration expenditures of which 
history has record. It is restoration or anarchy; and no govern- 
ment will count the cost of levelling-up to a restoration basis as 
compared with the destruction inevitable once, the continent 
should fall into anarchy. The bigger the fortune the greater will 
ve the restoration contribution. 


Nothing of the kind would have been necessary had the money 
tontrol decided at the time of the Armistice to make an end of 
poverty. One-half of the money now being spent for restoration 
would have done it. A sum of ten billion dollars set aside in 1918 
as a basic support for a social service law, providing unemploy- 
ment insurance, sickness protection and old-age pensions on a 
contributory basis, taking into* benefits both city dwellers and the 
farming classes would have been sufficient to instal a system in 
both the United States and Canada which would have removed 
the acute effects of poverty, given every individual a real interest 
in the financial success of the country, and ended the fight be- 
tween class and rank and file. 


In 1918 anyone who suggested that ten billion dollars be set 
aside for such a purpose would have been committed to suitable 
care and observation; but in 1935 the United States is spending 
over ten billion dollars for restoration alone, so as to get into a 
position from which a social service system can be operated; and 
Canada is in the throes of a general election contest in which | 
every financial and economic theory has field for elocution. |

No Reasons For 


Alarm, Advice of 


Health Officer 


Sixteen City, Ten Country 
Cases On Record—Spe- 
cial Meeting to Review 
Precautions. 


Informed Wednesday that the 
infantile paraiysis situation was 
causing considerable worry to 
many purents with young chil- 
dren, Dr. R. B. Jenkins, medical 


health officer, has decided to call 
a special meeting of the city 
health board for 4.30 p.m. Thurs- 
day, to discuss precautionary 
measures already adopted to pre- 
vent spread of the disease and 
also to deal with any new steps 
it may be deemed advisable to 
take in this direction. 

“There is absolutely no reason for 
parents becoming needlessly alarm- 
ed and panic-stricken over the 
presence of the disease here,” de- 
clared Dr, Jenkins. “The ban we 
have put into effect here ts simply 
a safeguard. Children will be pro- 
tected from carriers of the disease 
if they are prevented from attend- 
ing public gatherings of any kind, 
including theatres, Sunday schools 
and public playgrounds.” 


MAJORITY UNDER 18 


Restrictions were placed on the 
social activities of persons 18 years 
of age and under simply because 
the majority of those suffering from 
the disease were of this age, the 
health official said. 

Asked whether he intended ad- 
vising that no children be allowed 
to ride on street cars, Dr, Jenkins 
said the situation as yet did not 
call for such a stringent measure. 
“I would advise parents, however, 
to, see that their children, as far 
as possible, do not travel on the 
cars during the rush hours or that 
they are placed in a position where 
they might come in contact with 
possible carriers of the disease,” he 
stated. 


STREET CAR BAN 


During the 1927 epidemic of in- 
fantile paralysis, which was far 
more serious than the present situa- 
tion, children were not allowed to 
ride on trams. 

Medica] authorities were not con- 
sidering shutting down theatres al- 
together in view of the fact that 
several of the cases reported were 
persons over 18 years of age, Dr. 
Jenkins declared. He felt sufficient 
precautions were being taken when 
children: were excluded from mo- 
tion picture houses. 

Continuing, he said the most) 
definite cause of the spread of the 
Gisease was the distribution of 
germ carriers—persons who them- 
selves were immune but carried 
the germs on their persons. 


POTENT SERUM 


Explaining the use of the potent) 
serum which is used in combatting | 
infantile paralysis, Dr, Jenkins 
stated that such serum was obtain- 
ed from blood taken from those 
who had previously suffered from 
the disease. Injected in the skin, it 
was a curative measure. 

No addititnal cases of the disease 
were reported Wednesday night. 
The total is now 26, there being 16 
city and 10 country cases.

POWER PLANT 


Mayor Clarke Makes In- 
spection Trip Through 


Power House 


Necessary improvements to the 
city power plant to equip it ‘o 
carry Edmonton's peak power load 
would cost inthe neighborhood of 
$700,000, it was stated by Mayor 
J. A. Clarke following an inspec- 
tion trip through the plant, Wed- 
nesday, The mayor recalled that a 
local electrical, machinery agency 
had informed city council some 
time ago that it would be willing 
to accept City of Edmonton bonds 
at par and a low interest rate as 
payment for equipment supplied. 
Plans covering the proposed ex- 
tension of the plant would be com- 
pleted within a week, the mayor 
said, 
REPAIR MACHINE 

It has been suggested that one of 
the plant’s old Westinghouse 2,000 
kilowatt machines which has been 
out of service for some time be re- 
paired and placed back in service 
to meet electrical demands if and 
when the city commences to pro- 
duce all its own juice, according to 
the mayor 

A new 15,000 or 20,000 kilowatt 
machine would be required if the 
plant were to be operated at a high 
standard of efficiency, he said. 

Instructions were issued Thurs- 
day that no person would be allow- 
ed to visit the power plant without 
written permission from either the 
commissioners or Alex Richie, sup- 
erintendent. Considerable interest 
is being taken in the local power 
situation, and so many people have

Alastair Lindsay, young tall and 
lean, worked at the Dinant mines, 
a few miles north of Camrose, a 
few years ago.

| lust he “hopped, it’ to the nearest 
seaport. After weeks aboard tramp 
freighters on high seas, he landed 
on the North African coast, and still 
thirsting for adventure, he enlisted 
for a five-year “engagement” in 
“la Legion Etrangere.” 

Life in the Legion? 
hardest drinking, nardest living, 
and hardest fighting force the 
world has produced,” says Lindsay 
in a letter to a friend here. “and if 
that sounds like the usual line 
handed out in most fiction mag- 
azine stories, it is no bunk,” he 
added. “Mon Comandant" is a Dan- 
ish prince; “Mon Capitaine” a 
marquis. But to a _ Legionnaire, 
especially if he has not been used 
to a hard military life, the period 
of training is a gruelling exper- 
ience. 

“Climbing mountains under the 
hot African sun, or marching forty 
miles during the night, under a cold 
Algerian moon, with a sixty-pound 
pack on your back, carrying a 
rifle, etc... besides, certainly tests 
one’s durability,” says Lindsay.
